A former member of the Phillips 
Academy faculty, T/3 Walter 
Hasenclever was one of the Army 
Intelligence officers who helped to 
piece together the story of the fail- 
ure of the bomb attempt on Hitler’s 
life, staged in July of last year. 

Hasenclever, an anti-Nazi who 
was expelled from Germany be- 
cause one of his ancestors was 
Jewish, was one of the group of G-2 
officers who examined hundreds of 
reports to find out the story behind 
the failure of the plan. It seems 
that Col. Von Stauffenberg carried 
a time-bomb in his briefcase into 
the room where Hitler was. He then 
left the room, but when the bomb 
exploded, Hitler had crossed the 
room to look at a map. Von Stauf- 
fenberg was later shot by a firing 
squad. i
